INTRODUCTION OF BILLS ° 


The following bill was introduced, read first and second times and 
referred to the Committee on Employment: 
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House Bill No. 1, introduced by MacDonald: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to fix the compensation of officers and employees of 
the Thirty-fifth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana.” 


A Committee from the Honorable Senate, with Senator Lehrkind as 
Chairman, informed the House that the Senate was ready to meet in 
joint session for the purpose of hearing the message of His Excellency, 
the Governor. 


House recessed. 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


The Honorable Senate entered and were escorted to seats reserved 
for them. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair. The joint session was 
called to order. 


It was moved by President Pro-tem James, and carried, that a com- 
mittee of five, consisting of two Senators and three Representatives, 
be appointed to inform the Governor that the Senate and House of 
Representatives had convened in joint assembly and were ready to hear 
his message. 


The President of the Senate thereupon appointed Senator Manning, 
Senator Worden and Representatives Michels, Parker and Juedeman, to 
so inform the Governor. 


His Excellency, Governor J. Hugo Aronson then appeared and was 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk. After having been presented to the 
assembly by the President of the Senate, he delivered the following 
address: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the 35th Legislative 
Assembly: 


As I appear before this Legislature for the third time in my capac- 
ity as Governor, I am confident and optimistic about Montana’s future. 
Our state has just finished two years of favorable development. We 
have had our finest period in history. 


In March, 1955, the 34th Legislative Assembly went home leaving 
what I determined to be a balanced budget. There were some who 
thought it was unbalanced. My ealculations were correct. There will 
be a cash balance on next July 1. 


The State Treasurer’s office reports a balance in the General Fund 
of $4,802,784 as of Dec. 31, 1956. 


The requests for appropriations in the budget, show greatly in- 
creased demands. Montana’s history shows that some departments 
always demand more than they expect or have ever received. 


The House Appropriations Committee and the Senate Finance and 
Claims Committee should carefully examine every request for an appro- 
priation. When this Legislature adjourns, we must have a _ balanced 
budget as the Constitution requires. 


As we view Montana, there is much to be proud of. God has been 
generous in His gifts to us. For our natural resources and special 
Blessings of Providence we must be humbly grateful. But we must use 
these resources wisely. To you, the chosen representatives of all the 
people of Montana, comes the duty of establishing the rules for that use. 
We must demonstrate teamwork to accomplish the most good for our 
great State. The greatest wealth and most valuable asset is our people. 
What we do here in this session should be for the good of our people 
and the future generations of Montana. 
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Montana is on the go, but we must have a favorable political and 
economic climate to keep and attract development. This benefits us all 
and creates a wider tax base. A COOPERATIVE effort by this Legis- 
lature will do much to demonstrate a favorable political climate. In 
studying ways and means of providing funds for state services, we must 
remember that a favorable economic climate is equally necessary for 
development. In my opinion, confiscatory taxes will delay development 
and spoil opportunities for better jobs at higher pay for more Montanans. 


Montana is growing rapidly. We should have a population of one 
million within ten years. We must be careful not to get Montana out 
of balance on any type of legislation affecting labor and industry, if 
we desire and expect new industry to come to Montana. Both political 
party platforms favor new industry. It is our job to make Montana 
attractive for industrial growth. At the same time we must see that 
the laws of the State provide properly for both our present and future 
population. Without giving any unfair advantage to any segment of 
our economy, we must encourage the proper and full development of 
our resources. 


I DO NOT intend to try to detail to you each item that I think 
must be accomplished. I DO intend to discuss many items that need 
your attention. You are welcome to use every facility of every State 
department in obtaining facts, suggestions and ideas. 


You should definitely re-examine present expenditures in all depart- 
ments. I am sure you will agree that we are not getting full value for 
the dollars we are now spending. Surely we, as Montanans, can fur- 
nish better services for less money. You may want to borrow a few of 
the methods and ideas presently used in industry. 


Another source of revenue not exhausted or properly examined is 
the tremendous drain in the State economy by federal agencies. A 
concerted effort by all states would result in economies at the federal 
level. These would not impair federal programs, but the states would 
get some relief. 


State governments generally are in a very difficult position on 
taxation, for two reasons: 


First: the taxation of property generally has been reserved for 
local subdivisions; 


Second, the income tax, the other major revenue source, is almost 
completely controlled by the federal government. 


Therefore, state revenues must be derived from a second tax on 
property, a second tax on income, so-called sin taxes covering the use 
of alcohol and tobacco, and privilege taxes in the form of franchise 
or license. 


I have always opposed a sales tax, as most of you. I still hope 
it can be avoided. But if we are to avoid sales tax in Montana, appro- 
priations must be kept within the anticipated revenues. The state, 
like its citizens, must live within its income. A reasonable amount 
of additional revenue is available without a sales tax. I refer you to 
the State Board of Equalization for details. 


Therefore, if you approve appropriations which exceed anticipated 
income, you may have to consider a sales tax to provide additional 
revenue. In other words, if your anticipated revenues do not permit 
adequate financing of our schools and other State responsibilities, then 
a sales tax may be your last resort. 


Education and taxation are inseparable. Both must be kept in 
mind when proposals concerning either one are studied. 
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The requests for appropriations are primarily demands for the 
elementary and secondary schools and the University system. These 
are caused by increased costs and enrollment. Additional tax money 
may be necessary. If so, you may be forced to consider a sales tax. 


If you think we need a sales tax to finance the schools, I recommend 
that it be a replacement tax, first, to relieve the excess burden on prop- 
erty. The six-mill levy on property for University purposes may have 
to be ten mills or more. It should be eliminated. 


It is still my hope that you will be able to balance the budget with- 
out having to go to any new tax sources. 


I realize that I am putting this problem to you in a negative fash- 
ion. However, it seems to me that we are in the position of a trapper 
in a cabin in the dead of winter with wolves howling outside. His 
cabin catches fire. He has a choice of putting out the fire with what 
he has in the cabin, or going out into the bitter cold to face the wolves. 
This may well be the trapper’s only choice, just as your only choice 
may be the sales tax. But let’s try to put out the fire first with what 
is available. 


BUDGET 


The size and scope of this Assembly’s problem is probably best re- 
flected by the report of the State Controller on the budget. 


Total requests from all state departments for the next biennium 
are $90,404,000. The total revenue is apparently $57,051,000. 


Requests from the General Fund alone are $81,768,000. The State 
Board of Equalization estimates the total revenue to the General Fund 
for the next two-year period at $47,693,000. 


This difference of 34 million dollars between requests and revenue 
is what prompts my statement that you must definitely re-examine 
present spending in all departments and carefully examine all requests 
for appropriations, before looking for new revenue sources. 


SCHOOLS 


In financing the school foundation program, certain basic facts 
must be kept in mind. The Income and Interest Fund is a true State 
aid. he comes from State holdings and is not a direct tax on the indi- 
vidual. 


The same cannot be said of the School Equalization Fund. The 
source of this revenue is a percentage of the State Income Tax, a per- 
centage of the Corporation license tax, a general fund appropriation, 
and U. S. oil and gas royalties. All of these are direct and indirect 
taxes on the ultimate consumer, with the exception of U. S. oil and 
gas royalties. 


When we talk about the counties’ share or the State’s share of the 
School costs, we are actually talking about State and county taxes col- 
lected from the same taxpayer. If on the county level, this burden 
is on property owners only. If on a State level, this burden is on all 
taxpayers. 


Increased taxation will be bearable only if the entire burden is properly 
equalized. An example of this will occur when the present six-mill 
levy for University purposes comes up for reconsideration at this ses- 
sion. The demand will definitely increase to a possible ten mills or 
more. If enacted, this will further distort the present excessive burden 
on property owners. 


If transferred to a general State source of revenue, this obligation 
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would reduce the present excess on property. It would also help equal- 
ize the general tax burden by transferring it to all Montana taxpayers. 


Therefore, two major educational problems posed for this Assembly 
are: 


First, how to finance the University system, both as to amount 
and as to source of revenue? 


Second, to what extent shall the State share in the School Equaliza- 
tion Fund for primary and secondary eduction? 


Available funds, other State requirements, and possible new revenue 
sources will require your consideration. Also, you must always keep 
in mind the proper division of this burden among the individual tax- 
payers. 


I firmly believe that every Montanan can be proud to send his or 
her children to our elementary and high schools and to the University 
System. Contrary to the thinking of many, I think they compare fav- 
orably with any in the nation. Our teachers, administrators, and school 
boards are of high caliber and doing a generally excellent job. 


TAX STUDY 


The tax problem is a complicated one. Mere stop-gap legislation 
has a tendency to compound past mistakes and further distort the exist- 
ing inequities. Because of this, I suggest that an interim tax study 
group from all sections of Montana’s economy be appointed to work with 
the State Board of Equalization. This would help develop a balanced 
tax program for the State. I refer you to the Board of Equalization 
report for details and suggestions. 


HIGHWAYS 


We have made great strides forward in our highway program. We 
are now embarking on an even greater program. The huge Federal 
Interstate Highway program will have a terrific impact. on the nation 
and on Montana. The Highway Commission and its staff has done an 
outstanding job. It will be called upon for even greater efforts in the 
years to come. 


The Highway Fact Finding Committee, set up by the 34th Legis- 
lative Assembly, together with the Highway Research Council, has de- 
voted much time and effort to an exhaustive study of each class of 
roads and streets. The materials assembled demonstrate an excellent 
job. The Committee, the Council and its staff, as well as the Highway 
Commission and its staff, are to be complimented for a job well done. 


I do not mean that the job is all done by any means. In fact, it is 
just started. But we have some excellent basic materials to work with. 
I strongly recommend that you continue the interim committee technique 
to solve the many complex problems. 


I refer you to the reports of these committees for full details. Here 
are a few highlights that deserve action. Some of the recommenda- 
tions are far-reaching and will require your closest study. Basically, 
however, the facts upon which the conclusions and recommendations 
are made have been thoroughly researched. 


Financially, the most important recommendations are: 


(1) The seven-cent gasoline and nine-cent diesel per gallon taxes. 
be continued on a permanent basis. 


(2) Commercial vehicle weight taxes be increased in certain cate- 
gories. 
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(3) All passenger car registration fees be set at ten dollars per 
year. 


(4) Fuel tax collection and refund procedures be reviewed. 


(5) Bond financing be reconsidered for both the present backlogs 
of federal aid financing and future long-range planning. In this con- 
nection I ask your closest study before such financing is approved. 


In regard to highway management procedures, the most important 
suggestions are: 


(1) Remedial legislation to provide for up-to-date right-of-way 
acquisition and controlled access legislation. This legislation also con- 
templates simplification in condemnation and abandonment procedures. 
It will seek jurisdiction so municipal bodies can participate with the 
State, in obtaining and dispensing federal aid funds. 


(2) Adjustments should be made in apportionment of funds to 
financial districts. We need an allocation formula more nearly in line 
with the highway needs for each district. The Highway Commission 
also needs authority to allocate State matching funds in the secondary 
system for specific emergency bridge construction. This must be possible 
in advance of financial district allocations, as is now possible in the 
primary system. Also, the allocation principle should be extended to 
cover the interstate system along with the primary, secondary and urban 
systems. 


(3) Consideration be given the establishment of a State Aid 
division in the Highway Department. The specific purpose would be to 
aid local units in road and street problems, promote long-range plan- 
ning at local levels, and establish procedures for financial aid to co- 
ordinated local programs. 


The Fact Finding Committee also recommends that a Motor Vehicle 
Department be established. This would help coordinate such activities 
as vehicle registration and titles, operator’s licenses, commercial vehicle 
taxation, motor fuel taxes, highway patrol and similar activities. These 
activities are now handled by the Prison Warden, Highway Commission, 
Railroad Commission, Board of Equalization and County Treasurers. 


The Fact Finding Committee believes a coordinated Motor Vehicle 
Department would regulate the moving vehicle in all ways, tighten rev- 
enue control, be a convenience to the public, and contribute to highway 
safety. Such a plan requires your careful consideration. 


One obvious fear expressed immediately by Deer Lodge residents is 
that this would cause the separation of the Motor Vehicle Departmeni 
from the Prison and a moving to Helena of the department. 


This should not enter into your consideration in my opinion. This 
function of Motor Vehicle Registration can be carried on in Deer Lodge, 
as always, without jeopardizing efficiency to any appreciable extent. I 
recommend that this function be left in Deer Lodge, if the plan is car- 
ried out. 


The separation of the Motor Vehicle Department from the prison 
would not affect the prison work and rehabilitation program to any great 
extent. Instead, it would occasion some additional appropriations to 
adequately equip the prison administration due to coordinated use of 
some materials. 


I have devoted considerable discussion to the highway problem. This 
is partly because of the vast new program we are in and also because 
of the tremendous amount of factual materials made available by the 
Fact Finding Committee and the Research Council. Their reports are 
worthy of thorough study. 
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STATE ADVERTISING 


The advertising program of the Highway Commission has been get- 
ting good results, but costs are rising in this highly competitive field. 
An increased advertising budget is required to keep pace in the tourist 
business. 


Experience has shown that an increased budget will pay for itself 
in gasoline taxes from tourists alone. In addition, we must recognize 
the increased benefits to our businesses and services based on tourist 
trade, our third largest industry. 


As you know, the cost of this advertising program is paid from 
highway funds. Any increase will require an amendment to the 1955 
Act limiting the amount of highway funds which may be used for adver- 
tising purposes. 


STATE PARKS 


With the limited funds at its disposal, the Highway Commission has 
made an outstanding performance. However, it is falling far short of meet- 
ing current demands in the recreation and tourist fields. The phenomenal 
increase in demand for picnic area, roadside parks, recreational areas, 
oS eae of historical, scientific and archeologic sites is apparent 
to all. 


Montana’s recreational resources must be conserved now and wisely 
developed. Therefore, I recommend that the Highway Commission’s Park 
Division be provided with an adequate budget to carry out the required 
tasks. 


HIGHWAY SAFETY 


The traffic hazard is an increasing menace to our society. In 1956 
an all-time record number of 266 were killed on Montana’s streets and 
highways. The tragic loss of life is grim. The economic loss, computed 
on the basis of 120 thousand dollars per fatal accident, is over thirty 
million dollars. 


The Highway Patrol stepped up its enforcement activities by mak- 
ing over 26,000 arrests in 1956. This is 5,000 more than in any previous 
year and compares to 8,873 arrests in 1952. Yet, with such a fine 
record of enforcement, it is evident that enforcement activities alone 
will not guarantee safe highways. 


Equally important is public awareness and support. A newly-organ- 
ized citizens’ committee, the Montana Council for Traffic Safety, will 
need the support of every citizen in the State before any measure of 
success in accident prevention can be realized. 


Recent surveys show that the Highway Patrol is undermanned. A 
minimum of thirty additional traffic men in the next fiscal year and an 
additional thirty the following year must be provided. In addition, I urge 
that the emergency speed limit of 65 miles per hour be made the statu- 
tory speed limit. 


I also solicit your consideration of an amendment to include stand- 
ards for determining the intoxication of persons driving with certain 
blood alcohol levels. Additional equipment, including radar, is a must, 
too. 


Experience has shown that these items will not be an additional 
burden on the taxpayers. The income from stepped-up enforcement, 
through driver’s license collections, fines, forfeitures and other items, 
more than offsets the cost, in addition to creating increased highway 
safety. 
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STATE FORESTS 


The State Forester has developed a long-range forestry program 
based on factual and scientific information, in line with the same conserva- 
tion principles as our State Parks. This will foster the production of the 
greatest possible wealth from Montana’s forest lands in the form of 
forest products, abundant useable water and recreation areas. 


Through proper forest management and maintenance of soil and 
watershed values, the highest volume of mature crops may be harvested 
in the shortest time. An inventory is the foundation of good forest 
management. The forest inventory on state lands, begun in the last bi- 
ennium should be completed. 


A new threat to our forests, in addition to fire, is the Spruce Budworm. 
It is presently ruining three and one-half million acres of forest land in 
our state. All forest agencies are working to control this pest. The re- 
sponsibility of the state and of private landowners to control this pest 
needs clearing up. 


In addition, the Cooperative Forest Management program, giving 
technical assistance to the small forest landowner, should be encouraged. 


COLUMBIA COMPACT 


The Columbia River Compact Commission has worked hard to find an 
equitable solution to the difficult problem of that river. Recently such a 
compact was approved by the Commission. It is ready for submission to 
this legislative session for approval. Montana has done an excellent 
job of protecting its rights and in arriving at this compact. I strongly 
urge your approval. 


Consideration should again be given to an underground water code. 
The splendid work of the Water Conservation Board should be continued. 


Legislative approval is necessary before an agreement reached be- 
tween the farmers of Alberta, Canada, and the farmers of Montana for 
the use of water from Sage Creek can be approved. 


Our State Department insists that approval of the State of Mon- 
tana be obtained before construction work on the project in Canada can be 
started. The State Engineer is authorized to negotiate contracts with 
other states, but not with a foreign province or country. Suitable legis- 
lation will be offered for your approval to permit this long-delayed 
project to become a reality. 


Other recommendations of the Water Board, for your consideration, 
will be found in the Biennial Report of the State Engineer. One particu- 
lar function of the Water Board, that of the State Planning Board, which 
was activated by the last Assembly, has shown remarkable progress. It 
is difficult to measure the success of such an activity. 


I am confident that the Planning Board work, together with the work 
of the Water Pollution Council in the Board of Health, has much to do 
with the announcement of two new paper pulp industries, as well as other 
industrial development. This work should continue. 


AGRICULTURE 


Montana’s agriculture needs expanded research to improve quality, 
to increase production know-how, and to increase marketing knowledge. 
Present facilities are not sufficient, and State funds are not likely to be 
available. The wheat industry’s need for quality improvement is criticai 
at this time, if Montana is to maintain its reputation as a producer of 
quality wheat. 
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To help satisfy these needs of agriculture, I urge you to pass en- 
abling legislation so commodity groups can supply funds to help them- 
selves. A Commodity Commission has been suggested by the Montana 
Grain Growers’ Association to accomplish these purposes. I submit the 
proposal for your study. 


LIVESTOCK COMMISSION 


The Brucellosis eradication program of the Livestock Commission 
has progressed. More than thirty counties have been certified as free 
of brucellosis. Of some 750 thousand dollars spent on this program in 
two years, less than ten per cent has come from the General Fund. How- 
ever, to accomplish this, the Commission has depleted its reserves and 
increased the livestock millage levy. About two dollars of federal money 
has been used to every State dollar. 


To accomplish the goal of brucellosis eradication, a larger State 
appropriation will be required this year to maintain a desirable testing 
program. 


Consideration might also be given to completion of the State Lab- 
oratory building as originally planned and authorized. 


FISH AND GAME 


Efforts by the 34th Assembly to recodify the Fish and Game Laws 
were successful. Some of the pressing problems of over-abundance of 
game animals in farming areas have been solved. However, increased 
hunting and fishing activities and increased pressures on wildlife re- 
sources will require constant attention. 


INSTITUTIONS 
All State institutions have shown improvements in both physical 
plants and care and treatment. I again invite Legislative Committees 


to visit each institution. We have an increasingly difficult time in 
getting and keeping trained staffs. This is particularly true of the 
hospitals. 


New building programs at Boulder and Warm Springs have pro- 
gressed. It is interesting to note that the patient population at the State 
Hospital has decreased, due mainly to the use of newly-developed drugs. 
Another interesting decrease in population is noted at the Prison. This 
is due to the new parole laws passed by the last Legislature. 


The Industrial School has made good progress. The Vocational 
School for Girls is in need of more facilities, both for school purposes 
and for disciplinary control. I am pleased at the sound operations of 
the Orphans’ Home, the State School for the Deaf and Blind, the Sol- 
diers’ Home, the Home for the Aged and the Tuberculosis Sanitarium. 
Each of these institutions will present to you their needs to maintain 
and improve themselves. 


I wish to report separately on the State Prison and the Newly-formed 
Pardon Board. The Prison farm operation is progressing in excellent 
fashion. Work programs for rehabilitation have produced excellent crops. 
The building program at the Prison is going ahead at minimum costs, 
but maximum efforts. The Prison proper could use more work for in- 
side the walls. Appropriation requests for materials for refinishing 
State-owned furniture and equipment should be approved. 


The Pardon Board has worn its new pair of shoes in admirable 
fashion. The new program has decreased the Prison population from 
681 in November 1954 to 604 in November 1956. By and large, many 
men and women have been successfully returned to society earlier than 
before. 
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There have been some failures, but the percentage of failures is far 
below the national average. The Pardon Board staff of three parole 
supervisors is not large enough to do an adequate job. 


Actually, the Board has not been able to accomplish much more 
than the parole activity. The program has proven itself well worth- 
while and an important advance in control and treatment of criminals. 
I am confident that your inquiries will convince you that a larger budget 
and staff is necessary to do a good job. The benefit to the State is 
great. The costs are more than made up in productive citizens, savings 
in welfare to families and other items. 


CHILD WELFARE ADVISORY 


Another Interim Committee report, that of the Child Welfare Ad- 
visory Committee, created by the 84th Assembly, deserves your atten- 
tion. This committee has done an admirable job of studying the laws 
of Montana pertaining to the welfare of delinquent, dependent and neg- 
lected children and of recommending suitable corrective legislation. 


The committee recognizes that more work needs to be done in this 
field, but I submit to you, approvingly, their entire report. Their rec- 
ommendations seem to me to be practical and necessary. I commend 
this committee of public-spirited citizens for a fine effort for the youth 
of Montana—our most precious resource. 


NATIONAL GUARD 


The last Assembly provided enabling legislation allowing Montana 
to participate with the federal government on a twenty-five per cent 
State—seventy-five per cent Federal basis in armory construction. Un- 
der this program armoriesS were built at Kalispell, Billings, Miles City, 
Glendive and Sidney. Armories at Dillon, Hamilton, Plentywood, White- 
fish and Chinook are planned. I urge your approval of funds to con- 
tinue this National Guard program. 


OIL AND GAS 


Conservation is not a restriction on the uses of petroleum. It is 
the sound, well-balanced application of engineering and geological sciences 
directed toward the maximum ultimate recovery of oil from our reser- 
voirs. In this light, the Oil and Gas Conservation Commission is pri- 
marily a technical body working for the benefit of our people. It is 
believed that still-greater benefits can be obtained by enlarging the scone 
of the Commission’s activities in the scientific field of petroleum en- 
gineering and geology. 


For the past two years, the Montana Bureau of Mines and Geology 
has operated a well core and cutting field station at Billings. I recom- 
mend that this station and its personnel be merged with the. Oil and Gas 
Conservation Commission. This would relieve the General Fund of the 
cost of station operation, as the Commission can finance its operations 
from its present income. This is derived wholly from the oil industry. 
A deficiency request for completion of the station from the General 
Fund will be required, however. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


The State should continue toward the goal of an adequate Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. This would afford sufficient income to work- 
men injured on the job and to their families during this time of need. 


While the last two sessions have increased the benefits materially,

the weekly compensation to a man with several children is not enough. 
The cost of hospitalization and medical care continues to rise. There- 
fore, the present dollar limit in the Act causes a part of the hospital 
and doctor bill to burden the badly-injured man. 


I recommend a general increase in weekly compensation benefits to 
the injured workman, particularly one who has many children. This 
should be an amount sufficient to provide him with the basic necessi- 
ties of life while he is disabled. I also recommend an increase in the 
amounts for medical care. 


I further suggest that an industrial disease law be enacted. Such 
a law should be fair and reasonable to all parties. It should not, in 
any way, injure the present workmen. The administration of it should 
come under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION COMMISSION 


Improvement in the Unemployment Insurance law is necessary. Bene- 
fits must be increased. The Unemployment Compensation Commission 
will have other proposals for your consideration to strengthen the pro- 
gram. 


LIQUOR 


The importance of the State liquor monopoly as a source of General 
Fund revenue cannot be over-emphasized. In the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1956 the monopoly system accounted for net general fund revenue 
of $6,032,434 or 26.3 per cent of the total General Fund revenues. 


The experience of the Liquor Control Board shows that the laws 
covering maximum salaries of its personnel must be relaxed, if efficiency 
and profits are to be maintained at a high level. It is very difficult 
and, in some cases impossible, to obtain the services of competent per- 
sonnel and to retain those services under the present restrictions. I rec- 
ommend that the pay scale be reviewed and a general increase be made. 


VETERANS BONUS 


Recognition of our Korean War Veterans in the same manner we 
recognized the veterans of World War II is in order. It is doubly im- 
portant now, while the existing machinery is available to handle this 
job, without further burden on the State. 


At the present time collections to retire the present bonus bonds 
are more than the amount needed to retire this type of bond. We feel 
certain that the bonding company would consider a further issue to take 
care of Korean Veterans without an increase in the present tax. If such 
renegotiation is not possible, then new legislation should be considered 
to provide this recognition. 


CAPITOL RENOVATION 


It was the hope and plan of the Board of Examiners that this 
Assembly would be greeted with improvements in the Capitol Building. 
However, an unexpected difficulty in financing the work from Capitol 
Land Grant funds occurred. The Supreme Court held that renovation 
or repair to the existing structure could not be paid from this fund. 
Frankly, we were all amazed at this set-back. It appears now that 
funds will have to be appropriated by this Assembly to continue mucn 
needed improvements. 


OTHER PROGRAMS 


Due to increased activities in oil, uranium and other fields, correc- 
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tion of glaring deficiencies in the Blue Sky laws is needed. The State 
requires the power to protect the public through its investment laws. 


Two years ago I vetoed a bill authorizing special license plates for 
licensed amateur radio operators. For several reasons, including the 
valuable services offered and rendered in Civil Defense, law enforcement, 
rescues and the like, I now urge you to authorize an Amateur Radio 
Operator’s license plate. 


Montana insurance experience in recent years convincingly demon- 
strates that our State’s insurance code is antiquated and outmoded. 
Portions of it have been on our statute books for over half a century. 
It is no longer adequate for the protection of our people and the effi- 
cient and effective regulation of the insurance business. In my judg- 
ment, a complete revision and recodification of the Montana Insurance 
Laws is needed and would be in the public interest. 


I recommend that this Assembly enact enabling legislation directing 
the preparation, under the supervision of. the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance, of a revision and recodification of the Montana Insurance laws 
for submission to the 36th Legislative Assembly. I also recommend 
that sufficient funds be appropriated to defray the expense of such an 
undertaking. 


I call your attention also to the Real Estate laws. A need for 
tightening of these laws is apparent. Out-of-state pseudo-real estate 
agents are soliciting advertising and listings of Montana real estate. 
Such practices have caused the loss of many thousands of dollars to 
Montana residents. Legislation to correct the present deficiencies should 
be passed. 


FIVE-DAY WEEK 


For your consideration I suggest that a five-day week be established 
for state, county and municipal offices by changing the requirements 
for office hours. The present 9 A.M. to 5 P.M. on week days and 
9 A.M. to 12 noon Saturdays would be changed to an 8 A.M. to 5 P.M. 
schedule, Mondays through Fridays. 


In effect, this change would require two more hours of office time 
per week than is presently required, but I believe this would be more 
effective. If you deem this change advisable, you should also adjust 
the present vacation time of one and one-quarter days per month. Then 
holiday periods would not extend through three work weeks and four 
week-ends, as would otherwise be possible. 


Presently, the schools, federal government offices and many busi- 
nesses and professions are operating on a five-day week. Therefore, 
I believe that it is advisable for this Assembly to establish such a week 
in state, county and municipal offices. 


VOTING 


It is desirable to extend to the spouses and dependents of mem- 
bers of the armed forces on active service the right to use the Federal 
post card application for ballot, when absent from their place of voting. 
These spouses and dependents are a part of the defense team and deserve 
this privilege. It is desirable to extend to federal employees working 
overseas the right to also use the Federal post card application, as they are 
part of our cold war fighting team. 


I urge you to permit the Federal Post card application to be used 
as a “Registration Card.” Presently, the requirement of requesting a 
registration card is a deterrent to voting by members of the armed 
forces. These are the recommendations applicable to us in Montana 
found in the Federal Voting Assistance Act of 1955. They were enacted 
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bi-partisanly by the United States Congress, and are designed to bring 
about more effective voting by members of our defense forces. 


OTHER BOARDS 


I have not mentioned numerous other State boards, commissions 
and functions; not that they are less important or doing lesser jobs. 
They are getting along fine without any particular pressing problems. 

Let us not waste valuable time on proposed legislation which we 
know has no merit and no chance for final passage. I shall use my 
own best judgment in gauging my actions on the bills sent to my desk. 
I will continue to do what I think is best for all of Montana. Let us not 
shirk our responsibilities. Let us be fair to all. Most important, let 
us operate within our income with a balanced budget. We must pro- 
vide a climate for progress. By cooperative effort we will succeed.

controlling dissemination and spread of noxious weeds it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm, association or corporation to drive, transport 
or have carried into the State of Montana certain used farm machinery 
or equipment without having same inspected and cleaned, if necessary, 
under the supervision of the Commissioner of Agriculture of Montana 
or his authorized agents under rules and regulations to be prescribed

A House Memorial to President Dwight D. Eisenhower, Secretary 
Ezra Taft Benson, Montana’s congressional delegation, and members of 
the United States House and Senate committees on agriculture, seeking 
an adjustment in the federal farm program as it relates to the grower ot 
quality wheat. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress Assembled: 


WHEREAS: All wheat acreage allotments and marketing quotas were 
meant to control surpluses, but there is no surplus of the kind of wheat 
raised in Montana; 


WHEREAS: Millers are again asking for more high milling quality 
wheat of which Montana is the principal producer; 


WHEREAS: Montana growers are still subject to the same restrictions 
as are growers of soft low quality wheats, which are said to be in surplus; 


WHEREAS: Huge drouth areas have cut production levels and greater 
export demand for wheat appears certain; 


WHEREAS: Some higher acreage allotments for our small operators 
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will tend to redress a balance which is badly needed and the present 
pressure on all operators is curtailing too much production of high protein 
wheat. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by Montana’s House of 
Representatives in 1957 session assembled, that all officials noted above 
be asked to see that the revisions are made in the federal farm program 
to permit increased production in areas which grow wheat of high milling 
quality. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this House 
Memorial be read in full and spread on the minutes of the House Journal.

osteopathic colleges may take the medical examinations; providing that 
doctors of osteopathy now licensed by the Board of Osteopathy Examiners 
shall be subject to the Medical Practice Act and authorized to use drugs 
and perform minor surgery, as defined herein, upon completion of a 
post-graduate refresher course; providing that examinations be given 
upon an impartial basis; and providing a repealing clause.” Referred 
to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 326, introduced by McInnis, Daniels, Beck, Michels, 
Cumming, McAndrews, Emmons, Wood, McKenna, Holecek, McOmber, 
Cullen, MacDonald, Nichols, Gray, Reeder, Barrett, Thomas: A _ bill 
for an act entitled: “An act imposing taxes in consideration of the 
use of the public highways of Montana by motor vehicles; defining the 
terms motor vehicles, person, gross weight, trailing unit, carrier, public

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS

or distribution of beer to the public with intent that such beer shall be 
taken away from the premises of such retailer for consumption off such 
premises; by providing it shall be unlawful for any person engaged in 
the sale of beer to hire or employ persons under the age of twenty-one 
years and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith, and pro- 
viding that the invalidity or unconstitutionality of any part of this act shall 
not effect the remainder of this act, and providing this act to be in 
full force and effect on the 1st day of July, 1957.” Referred to Committee 
on Liquor Control. 


House Bill No. 405, introduced by Daniels: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 538-101 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
- 1947, relating to the duties and responsibilities of the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, by removing therefrom the designation of maximum salaries 
which may be paid to the Deputy Registrar of Motor Vehicles and the 
civilian clerks in the employment of the registrar and by providing that 
such salaries shall be fixed by the State Board of Examiners on a uniform 
basis; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.”

ducts from including in the price non-existent transportation costs; and 
defining certain terms.”

War II and/or the Korean conflict; repealing Chapter 201, Laws of 1955;

I am returning herewith Senate Bill No. 2 without my approval 
for the following reasons: 


The title of the bill and the body of the bill describes a parcel of state 
land authorized to be sold and conveyed as the north west quarter of 
the south west quarter and south west quarter of the north west quarter 
(NWU4%4SW% and SWANW%4), Section Twenty-two (22), Township Four 
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(4) South, Range Six (6) West, Montana Principal Meridian, comprising 
nine and ninety-four hundredths (9.94) acres in Madison County. This 
description is obviously in error since my investigation reveals that the 
parcel of land lies in Township Three (8) South rather than in Township 
Four (4) South as described in the bill. 


I do agree with the proposed authorization of sale as set out in 
Senate Bill No. 2. However, because of the error in description and the 
possibility of other surveyor’s errors, I am returning the bill without my 
signature.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND SENATE 


February 22, 1957. 
Hon. Eugene H. Mahoney, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House Chambers, 
Helena, Montana. 


Dear Sir: 


It is my understanding that certain representations have been made 
regarding my stand on legislation which is before the House of Repre- 
sentatives today, namely H.B. 326. I refer, among other things, to a 
telegram from the Chairman of the Montana Highway Commission which 
purportedly was given to represent my views on this specific legislation. 


The telegram merely refers to a special delivery letter to the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Highways and Highway Transportation, 
which should be delivered to the Committee Chairman today. 


My policy in the past has always been that I give my views in the 
Biennial State of the State Message to the Montana Legislative Assem- 
bly, and that I take no stand in advance on any legislation, leaving this 
decision whether to approve or veto until the legislation comes to my 
desk for such action from the Legislative Assembly. 


Reviewing my Message to the 85th Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana, I said, on page 8 of the printed message, “Financially, the 
most important recommendations are: (2) Commercial vehicle weight 
taxes be increased in certain categories.” I have not completely read 
H.B. 326, and my decision, whether pro or con regarding this specific 
legislation, will be made by me only if and when this legislation is ap- 
proved by the 85th Legislative Assembly. 


For further information, I refer you to the Section on Highways 
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in my message, as well as to my 1953 Message when I said: “As for 
me, there have been no promises to any individual, group or corporation 
that a bill scheduled for consideration has my prior approval. When 
you finally have acted and sent the bill to my desk, then my best judg- 
ment will be the determining factor.” 


Therefore, I have not made any decision on H.B. 326, contrary to 
any impression which might have been received.

Dear Mr. Michels: 


This is to confirm my conversation with you yesterday afternoon 
relative to the attitude of the Aronson Administration, the Highway 
Commission and the Highway Department relative to the House Bill on 
Truck Weight-Distance Tax. 


I have not read the bill now before the Assembly but feel sure that 
it follows in general the suggestions of the Fact Finding Committee 
headed by Mr. William Hall and assuming that it does, I am definitely 
for it. That is likewise the thinking of the rest of the Members of the 
Commission and of the Department Heads. 


We are not seeking any punitive legislation but feel that there is 
here a source of revenue that can be equitably reached and that these 
heavy units should pay more of the cost of building and maintaining 
Highways than they now do. 


The Commission is keenly aware of the possibility that if this 
weight-distance bill should fail to pass that there is a strong likelihood 
of the Legislature refusing to renew that 7c gas tax. In addition to that 
we feel that if the new plan for the honor system of gas tax refunds 
passes that this will mean a substantial cut in matching funds. If all 
or a part of these things happen, the road building program for Mon- 
tana is going to be seriously crippled for the ensuing years, to the dam- 
age of all of us. 


We feel that all taxes, collected for the construction of and main- 
tenance of roads and highways, if honestly and competently adminis- 
tered, is a real and lasting beneficial investment for all the people of 
Montana. 


This letter is being written with the consent and knowledge of 
Governor Aronson. He felt, in my discussion with him yesterday, that 
he had made his position clear on this in his message to the Legislature.

ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE HONORABLE ARTHUR HAGEMAN 


“Sunset and evening’ star, 
and one clear call for me! 

And may there be no moaning of the bar, 
when I put out to sea. 


But such a tide as moving seems asleep, 
too full for sound or foam, 

When that which drew from out 
the boundless deep 

Turns again home.” 


Not garland in the black of mourning do we come this day but rather 
with head bowed in reverence and silence to the memory of service given 
to the people of the State of Montana by a former member of previous 
legislative assemblies who has finished his course of earthly service. His 
accomplishments burn in crimson colors in the spectrum of life, remembered 
because of the service he gave for others. We humbly and reverently 
tender this day in his honor as a day of dedication to the continuance of this 
service which he so humbly practiced in his life. 


WHEREAS, it was with sincere sorrow that the members of the House 
of this Thirty-fifth Legislative Assembly were informed on February 2, 
1957, of the tragic death on the highways in Mesa, Arizona, of a former 
member of this House, Arthur Hageman. 
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WHEREAS, the late Arthur Hageman was born on February 9, 1890, in 
Lemoure, North Dakota. He attended grade school and high school at 
Fargo, North Dakota, and teachers’ college at Valley City, North Dakota, 
and after graduation taught in Litchville, North Dakota. He then came to 
Montana and settled at Baker; there he married Jacquetta Grant. 


WHEREAS, Arthur Hageman came to Jordan and established him- 
self in the garage business and became a very successful businessman. At 
the time of his passing he and his sons were operating a modern garage 
and appliance department. 


WHEREAS, Arthur Hageman held many places of high esteem in his 
community. He was a member of the grade school and high school boards. 
He had served as president of the Commercial Club and was a very 
active worker in all community enterprises. 


WHEREAS, Arthur Hageman served first in the House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1939, 1941 and 19438. He served in the Senate in 1945 and 
1947 and in both bodies was one of the very highly respected members 
during these sessions. In 1945 he was a member of the Interim Committee 
set up to study our school problems and he served with outstanding 
distinction devoting his time and money to try and give Montana a better 
school system. The school children lost a very ardent worker by his 
passing. 


WHEREAS, Arthur Hageman was a member of the Masonic Lodge 
No. 148 at Jordan, was also a member of Knights Templar of Miles City and 
Al Bedoo Shrine of Billings. He was also a trustee and elder of the Presby- 
terian Church of Jordan and took a leading part in church activity. His wise 
counsel so freely given and based on wide experience will be missed by 
ail with whom he was associated.

(18) Two or more digits, or one or more phalanges of two or more 
digits, of a hand or foot, indemnity benefits may be proportioned to the 
loss of use of the hand or foot occasioned thereby. 


(19) Total loss of use: Indemnity benefits for permanent total loss 
of use of a member shall be the same as for loss of the member. 


(20) Partial loss or partial loss of use: Indemnity benefits for 
permanent partial loss or loss of use of a member may be for propor- 
tionate loss or loss of use of the member. 


(21) In any case in which there shall be a loss, or loss of use, 
of more than one member or parts of more than one member set forth 
in paragraphs (1) to (20) of this subdivision, not amounting to perma- 
nent total disability, the award of indemnity benefits shall be for the 
loss, or loss of use, of each such member or part thereof, which awards 
shall run consecutively, except that where the injury affects only two 
or more digits of the same hand or foot, paragraph (18) of this sub- 
section shall apply. 


(22) Disfigurement: The Board shall award proper and equitable 
indemnity benefits for serious face, head, or neck disfigurement, not to 
exceed $5,000.00 in addition to any other indemnity benefits payable un- 
der this section.

and domestic servants or employers of less than three persons may, how- 
ever, at their election, come under the terms hereof by complying with 
its provisions and the rules and regulations of the Board. 


The term “regularly employed,” as herein used, includes all em- 
ployments, whether continuous throughout the year or for only a por- 
tion of the year, in the usual trade, business, profession or occupation 
of an employer.”

or she has a disability compensable under and pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act. In the case of death from occupational disease as 
herein defined all claims therefor shall be forever barred unless the 
same shall be presented in writing under oath to the employer, the in- 
surer, or the Board, as the case may be, within twelve (12) months 
of the date of death. Claims shall be filed in triplicate and may be 
accompanied by a medical report of the claimant’s attending physician.”

B. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section, where an appli- 
cant for employment, whether such applicant has been formerly em- 
ployed by the employer to whom application is made, or not, though 
not actually disabled, is found upon competent medical and X-ray exam- 
ination to be afflicted by an occupational disease, he may waive com- 
pensation liability as against that prospective employer under this act 
for any pre-existing condition, if such waiver be approved by the Board 
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as hereinafter provided. Any waiver of compensation liability under 
this section by an applicant for employment shall be in writing on a 
form prescribed by the Board, and shall constitute a waiver of com- 
pensation liability for the then condition of such occupational disease 
with which such applicant for employment is afflicted, which disease 
must be named in the waiver. Such waiver, together with the report 
of the medical examination of the applicant for employment executing 
the waiver, and X-rays, if any, shall be delivered to the Board by the 
employer within five (5) days after the execution of such waiver. To 
such waiver, medical report and X-rays, if any, shall be attached a 
certificate by the examining physician certifying that the medical report 
is the report of the physical examination of the person signing the 
waiver. The Board shall submit such waiver, medical report and X-rays, 
if any, to a physician of its choice from the medical panel, and such 
physician shall report to the Board his findings as to whether the waiver 
and medical report are satisfactory. The Board shall require a record 
of previous employment where such applicant for employment has been 
formerly employed by the employer. The Board shall, within fifteen 
(15) days after the receipt of such waiver, medical report and employ- 
ment record from the employer, determine what percentage of liability 
for compensation against that employer shall be waived by such appli- 
cant for employment. Such determination shall be mailed to the em- 
ployer and the applicant for employment within twenty-four (24) hours 
after the Board has made the same. 


All such waivers, reports and findings of the Board shall become 
permanent records of the Board. 


C. Employers subject to this act may give a physical examination 
to any or all employees subject to this act. If such an employee is 
found to be afflicted with an occupational disease, he may execute a 
waiver in the form and manner prescribed for applicants for employ- 
ment in subsection B above. Such waiver shall be effective only if 
approved by the Board as in subsection B above. Such waiver provided 
for in this subsection C shall be of no effect unless executed by the 
Sree ae within sixty (60) days after the date of passage and approval 
of this act. 


D. If an employee, who has executed such waiver, becomes dis- 
abled from the occupational disease specified in said waiver, the em- 
ployer, or the occupational disease compensation fund, as the case may 
be, as hereinafter set forth in this act, shall be hable, only for the com- 
pensation payable for the liability not waived; provided, that in addi- 
tion to such compensation and after the completion of the payments 
therefor, the employee shall be paid the remainder of the compensation 
that would be due for disability out of the second injury fund estab- 
lished by Section 2, Chapter 190, Session Laws of 1951 of the State of 
Montana. 


E. Nothing in this section shall be construed to avoid liability for 
an employer in whose employment an employee is disabled from ex- 
posure to the hazards of occupational disease. The Board shall not 
approve the waiver of compensation liability wherein there is reason- 
able grounds to conclude that the employee signing the waiver contracted 
his occupational disease from exposure to the hazards of occupational 
disease in the employment of the prospective employer to whom the 
waiver is being tendered. 


F. In no case shall any employer be liable for disease disability 
not occasioned by employment by the employer against whom the claim 
is presented; nor shall any waiver be valid which will have the effect 
of relieving any employer from liability for which he is justly obligated 
by virtue of the nature and conditions of the particular employment. 


G. The Board may make reasonable rules and regulations relative 
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to the form, execution and filing of such waivers and reports not in- 
consistent with the provision of this Act.”

RALPH J. CONRAD 


Ralph J. Conrad, Republican representative from Lewis and Clark 
County in the 34th Legislative Assembly of Montana, was a native 
of this state having been born in Marysville on December 38, 1880, and 
he passed away in Helena, July 31st, 1956, at the age of 75 years. Mr. 
Conrad was prominent in fraternal circles and active in the civic life 
of the communities in which he lived. In 1925 he resigned as manager 
in Bozeman of the Mountain States Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and established the Opp and Conrad Funeral Home in Helena. Later 
he became associated with the Montana State liquor control board and 
the state fire marshal’s office in Helena. Mrs. Conrad preceded her 
husband in death in 1950. He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. Lloyd 
Frank of Helena, and a grandson. 


DAN F. HAGERTY 


Dan F. Hagerty came to Montana in 1893 at the age of 21 years 
to serve for three years as a telegraph operator at Blackfoot for the 
Great Northern Railway. He then joined forces with the famous early 

day Indian scout, Joe Kipp and engaged in the fur trading business and 
' later went into business in Browning for many years operating the 
Mint Pool Hall and Store. He also had a business in Polson for some 
20 years and was making his home in Browning at the time of his death 
at which time he was State Senator for Glacier County having been 
appointed to this position in 1955 following the death of the late Senator 
George McCabe. Previous to this he had been elected to serve in the 
House of Representatives in 1926 and in 1928 and again in 1932 he was 
elected to the Senate from Glacier County as a Democrat. Surviving 
him are: one daughter, Mrs. Trephena Wilkinson; sisters and brothers: 
Mrs. Mamie Evans, St. Paul, and Mrs. Lizzie Grady, St. Paul, Minnesota; 
Mrs. Kitt Russell, half sister, Los Angeles; Mrs. Margaret Kennedy, 
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half sister, St. Paul, Minnesota; Mrs. Loretta Henninger, half sister, 
St. Paul; and Pat Dudy, half brother, St. Paul; also nephews. 


FRED L. GIBSON 


Fred L. Gibson was born at Dundee, Michigan, on September 20, 
1874, and came to Montana in 1890. In 1898 he was elected to the 
6th Legislative Assembly from Madison County. In 1899 he opened his 
first law office in Virginia City, Montana, and began his long career as a 
lawyer and jurist. He also founded and edited the Alder Gulch Times. In 
1901 he moved to Forsyth to become the first County Attorney of Rose- 
bud County. In 1903 he served Livingston as city attorney and as 
county attorney of Park County. In 1910, 1918 and 1920 he was elected 
as representative from Park County to the Legislative Assembly and in 
1921 served as Speaker of the House. From 1949 to 1951 he served as 
Associate Justice on the Montana Supreme Court, and upon retirement 
was actively engaged in the practice of law until his death September 
29th, 1956. Mr. Gibson is survived by his son, Fred L. Gibson, Jr. of 
Livingston; two daughters, Kathleen Piersol of Seattle, and Alice Con- 
ger of Fresno, California. His wife, Winnifred Fletcher, the daughter 
of a pioneer family of Madison County, preceded him in death in 1944. 


PAUL H. GERBER 


Paul H. Gerber died at the age of 87 in Missoula in February, 1957. 
He was born August 16, 1869, in Germany. First he lived in Missouri 
and came to Butte in 1890. Shortly after this he moved to Lolo Hot 
Springs where he and his brother Herman, established the resort at 
Lolo Hot Springs. He married Etta Plagemann in 1906. She preceded 
him in death in 1944. Mr. Gerber was elected to the Legislature as 
representative, serving in the 10th Assembly. He retired in 1945 since 
which time he has lived in Missoula. He was a member of Hellgate 
Lodge 383, BPOE. He is survived by two brothers, Herman E. of Lolo 
Hot Springs and Alvin M. of Missoula; a sister, Mrs. Fred Rose of St. 
Joseph, Missouri and several nieces and nephews. 


MRS. MAGGIE SMITH HATHAWAY 


Mrs. Maggie Smith Hathaway was born March 19, 1867, in Ottawa, 
Ohio, and died in Tacoma, Washington, September 17, 1955. She was 
the widow of B. T. Hathaway, deputy State Superintendent of Schools 
in 1911. Mrs. Hathaway served from Ravalli County as a Democrat 
in the 15th, 16th and 17th sessions of the House of Representatives, 
being floor leader in the 17th session. In 1905-07, Mrs. Hathaway was 
county superintendent of schools of Lewis and Clark County and _ is 
credited with organizing the first P.T.A. in Montana, at that time. She 
was Chief of the Bureau of Child Protection from 1925 to 1937 and 
secretary of the Temperance Commission in 1941, and active in the suf- 
frage movement. In 1938 she was a candidate for Congress. Surviving 
are a sister in Tacoma, Washington and various nieces and nephews. 


ALBERT (BERT) KATHAN 


Albert Kathan passed away in Conrad, Pondera County on February 
18, 1956, at the age of 80 years, having been born in Beloit, Wisconsin, 
May 27, 1876. He moved to Montana in 1910 and first located at Boze- 
man. In 1914 he filed on a homestead near Brady, where he retained 
his farming interest until his death. He served in the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the 24th Legislative Assembly and in the Senate in the 
25th and the 26th Assembly. He is survived by a son, Howard, of 
Brady and Great Falls. 
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WALTER D. KEMMIS 


Walter D. Kemmis was born in DeWitt, Iowa, January 28, 1870 and 
arrived in Montana in 1884. He settled near Sidney as a farmer and 
stockgrower. Mr. Kemmis served as a Progressive from Dawson County 
in the House of Representatives in the 18th and 15th sessions. He 
served as a Republican Representative in the 27th, 28th, 29th and 30th 
sessions. As a State Senator Mr. Kemmis served four consecutive terms 
as a Republican from Richland County in 1927, 1929, 1931 and 1938. 
He served as a “lay preacher” in the Methodist church for 54 years.

During the legislative session of 1919 he intro- 
duced the bill creating Powder River County and served as state senator 
from that county in the 1983 and 19385 sessions. Following this he was 
appointed State Relief Administrator by Governor Cooney. Mr. Kelsey 
passed away on August 6, 1955. His wife, the former Lula B. Miller 
predeceased him and surviving him are the following children: a son, 
Willis Kelsey, Sheridan, Wyoming; and four daughters, Mrs. Vesper 
Marquess, Sheridan, Wyoming; Mrs. Rosabelle Powers, Evanston, Wyo- 
ming; Mrs. Frances Eckerman, Evanston, Wyoming; Mrs. Inez Smith, 
Olive, Montana, and a sister, Mrs. Mary E. Hotchkiss, Los Angeles, 
California. 


VERNON E. LEWIS 


Vernon E. Lewis was born in Kansas in 1886 and moved to Fort 
Benton in 1890. He practiced law in Great Falls one year and in Fort 
Benton 43 years. Mr. Lewis served as a Republican in the 15th Legis- 
lative Assembly from Chouteau County; also in the Senate in the 16th 
and 17th sessions. He was active in community affairs and an active 
member of the Fort Benton Methodist church for 56 years during which 
time he was vice president of the Board of Trustees of the Rocky Moun- 
tain College in Billings. Mr. Lewis died in October, 1955 and is sur- 
vived by his wife, Marian, and four daughters, Mrs. Ralph Salisbury, 
Mrs. Irving Ball, Mrs. Walter Hoffman and Mrs. Royal Hart. 


JERRY J. O’;CONNELL 


Jerry J. O’Connell was born in Butte in 1909. The year before 
he graduated from Carroll College, Helena, he was elected a member 
of the Montana House of Representatives from Silver Bow County and 
was just 21 years old when he entered the 22nd Legislative Assembly 
and was re-elected in 1932. While attending law school for his mas- 
ter’s degree from Georgetown University in Washington, D. C., he was. 
employed by the Democratic National Committee and was attached to 
the office of the late Senator Thomas J. Walsh. In 1934 Jerry O’Connell 
was elected a member of the Montana Railroad Public Service Commis- 
sion, and in 1936 was elected Congressman from Montana, serving one 
term. Mr. O’Connell had been practicing law at Great Falls since 1950 
up to the time of his death, January 16th, 1956. Surviving him in 
addition to the widow and two sons, are his mother, Mrs. Nellie O’Con- 
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nell and three sisters, Mrs. Jim McLeod, Mayme O’Connell and Mrs. 
Helen Sampson, and several nephews and nieces, all of Butte.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 2 


Introduced by McInnis, Michels, Walton, DeWolfe, Strnisha, Wood, 
Nichols, Kiff, Holecek, Sales, Reeder, Nelson. 


A resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Mon- 
tana to the Congress of the United States; to the Honorable James E. 
Murray and the Honorable Mike Mansfield, United States Senators from 
Montana; to the Honorable Lee Metcalf and the Honorable LeRoy Ander- 
son, Representatives from Montana; and to the Honorable Secretary of 
Agriculture of the United States, requesting a full scale and immediate 
investigation of the spread between the ‘on the hoof” cattle prices 
and the price paid for retail beef by the consumer. 


WHEREAS, official reports of the earnings of the major meat pack- 
ers clearly indicate that while producers are suffering serious economic 
loss due to a depression in live cattle prices, meat packers’ earnings 
are the highest in history; and 


WHEREAS, while “on the hoof” cattle prices are suffering a serious 
depression, consumers, at the same time, are prevented from having 
sufficient meat in their diet because of the high cost of retail beef, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Montana, that the Congress of the United 
States be urged and requested immediately to implement and proceed 
with the investigation of the spread between the ‘on the hoof” cattle 
prices and the prices paid. for retail beef by the consumer. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this Resolution be 
submitted by the Secretary of State of the State of Montana, to the 
Senate and the House of Representatives of the United States Congress, 
to Senators James E. Murray and Mike Mansfield, to Representatives 
Lee Metcalf and LeRoy Anderson, and to the Secretary of Agriculture 
of the United States.

Introduced by Siderius, Tonner, McGarvey, Broeder, Goodgame. 


House Resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of 
Montana to the President of the United States, Dwight D. Eisenhower; 
the Congress of the United States; James E. Murray and Mike Mans- 
field, Senators from the State of Montana; Lee Metcalf and LeRoy 
Anderson, Representatives in Congress from the State of Montana; the 
Committee on Public Works of the United States Senate; the Committee 
on Public Works of the United States House of Representatives; the 
Committee on Appropriations of the United States Senate; the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations of the United States House of Representatives; 
Interior Committees; the Secretary of the Army, Wilber M. Brucker; the 
Chief of the Corps of Engineers, Department of the Army, Major General 
E. C. Itschner; the Secretary of the [nterior, Fred Seaton; the Commis- 
sioner of the Bureau of Reclamation, W. A. Dexheimer; and the Director 
of the Budget, Percival F. Brundage; requesting the introduction and 
enactment into law of the necessary and proper legislation to authorize 
construction by the federal government of Glacier View dam on the 
North Fork of the Flathead river in the State of Montana and to authorize 
that sufficient appropriations be provided for the detailed planning and 
construction of Glacier View dam. 


WHEREAS, Glacier View dam and reservoir is a proposed multiple- 
purpose project, to be located at Flathead River Mile 177 on the western 
boundary of Glacier National Park, 72 miles upstream from Flathead 
Lake and 41 miles below the International Boundary; and 


WHEREAS, Glacier View project would provide flood control, hydro- 
electric power and recreation benefits; and 


WHEREAS, these multiple-purpose benefits combine to give the pro- 
ject a favorable benefit-to-cost ratio of 1.84 to 1; and 


WHEREAS, preliminary geological and engineering investigation and 
planning of the Glacier View dam project have been carefully completed 
and the findings compiled; and 


WHEREAS, Glacier View dam, at elevation 3,725 feet above mean 
sea level, would provide “3,160,000 acre-feet of vitally needed headwater 
flood control storage; and 


WHEREAS, operation of Glacier View, together with Hungry Horse 
reservoir on the South Fork of the Flathead river, would completely 
control the floods that cause damage in the vicinity of Kalispell and at 
other points along Flathead river, and would assist in the control of 
damaging floods throughout the Columbia river downstream; and 


WHEREAS, the release of flood waters as needed through the 
winter season of low stream flow would generate 255,000 kilowatts of 
hydroelectric power and would in addition firm up power production of 
downstream dams; and 


WHEREAS, construction of Glacier View project would not dis- 
turb the economy of the vicinity in which it is located; it would flood 
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no towns; private property affected would be a number of small ranches 
and dude ranches in the North Fork valley; tax revenue loss wouid 
amount at most to $500.00 a year; and 


WHEREAS, the rapidly increasing population of the Pacific North- 
west and the nation places upon this generation a special responsibility 
for the maximum utilization of all the great natural resources bestowed 
upon this country by Divine Providence; and 


WHEREAS, development of the Glacier View dam site would create 
jobs urgently needed to provide for our burgeoning population and the 
tuture defense and welfare of our region and the nation; and 


WHEREAS, the Pacific Northwest is isolated from the major popula- 
tion centers of the nation by great distances and high freight rates and 
must rely upon the full development of its own natural resources in pro- 
viding for its future growth and economic welfare; and 


WHEREAS, hydroelectric power is the only truly inexhaustible en- 
ergy resource available to a civilization whose entire future growth and 
economic strength will be increasingly dependent upon the provision of 
adequate supplies of electric energy; and 


WHEREAS, the industrial development of Montana and the entire 
Pacific Northwest will be greatly enhanced by the large amounts of low 
cost power made available by the full development of the potential of 
the Glacier View dam site; and 


WHEREAS, the people of the State of Montana have seen in the 
examples of Hungry Horse dam on the south fork of the Flathead river 
in their state and many other dams in the Pacific Northwest the im- 
mense benefits which accrue as a direct result of the construction of such 
great projects, not only to the state in which they are constructed but 
also to the entire region and the nation; and 


WHEREAS, revenues from the sale of power from Glacier View 
dam represent the most feasible source of funds to aid in the rapid con- 
struction and the maintenance of major future irrigation projects in the 
State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the Glacier View reservoir will have great value for 
the conservation and development of fish and wildlife resources and will 
provide a superb recreational area for the sportsmen and many families 
of the Northwest and the nation who enjoy Montana’s great scenic beauty 
and outstanding outdoor attractions; and 


WHEREAS, large amounts of storage are required in the Flathead 
river to provide adequate protection against the seasonal floods which 
periodically cause great loss of life and the destruction of millions of dol- 
lars worth of property, causing great hardship throughout the Pacific North- 
west; and 


WHEREAS, many of the large storage projects planned by the Army 
Engineers for the control of floods in the Columbia river basin have been 
and are being lost due to conflicting uses and inadequate development, so 
that it is seriously doubtful that even the minimum flood control storage 
requirements of the region can be met; and 


WHEREAS, the Glacier View project was dropped from the Corps 
of Engineers 308 Report, primarily because of opposition from the Na- 
tional Park Service and conservation organizations, whose objections 
are summarized as follows: 


1. The reservoir would inundate about 19,000 acres of land within 
the western boundary of Glacier National park; destroy some 8,000 acres 
of virgin timber; require destruction of 56 per cent of the white-tailed 
deer, 30 per cent of the mule deer and elk, over 50 per cent of the 
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moose, due to flooding of their winter-feeding area; flood out over 70 
per cent of the beaver; impair the natural beauty of the valley, with an 
attendant loss of interest of park visitors who come for stream fishing. 


2. The project would violate policy established under the Act of 
August 22, 1914 (38 Stat. 699) accepting Federal jurisdiction over 
Glacier National park, which specifically requires the Park Service to 
afford protection against any attempted action adversely affecting the 
natural wildlife, growth or beauty of the park; and 


WHEREAS, the answers to these two major objections are as follows: 


1. The reservoir would inundate 12,000 acres, only about one per 
cent of the total area of Glacier National park; nearly all the reservoir 
area is covered with second growth brushy fir and lodgepole pine; there 
are vast areas just as good as the reservoir area into which the game 
would move; the reservoir would be filled from the spring flood flow, 
retained as a stable lake throughout the summer recreational period; 
use of part of the stored water would begin in the fall and continue 
through the winter until capacity was again available for retention of 
spring flood waters and a repetition of the cycle; this operation would 
enhance, not harm, recreational use of what is now a little used valley, 
largely an unsightly burn with no scenic attraction; construction of a 
road around the reservoir would make for easier access into an area 
now almost inaccessible.

WHEREAS, the public interest would so clearly be served best by 
construction of Glacier View dam and reservoir, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Montana, that the representatives of the State 
of Montana in the Congress of the United States be requested to enact 
into law necessary and proper legislation to authorize construction by 
the Federal Government of Glacier View dam on the North Fork of the 
Flathead river in the State of Montana and to authorize that sufficient 
appropriations be provided for the detailed planning and construction 
of Glacier View dam; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this assembly request the Con- 
gress, in making appropriations for the construction of the Glacier View 
project, to define the compensations that shall be received from the

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your select committee appointed to investigate 
certain operations of the Milk Control Board, under motion made by the 
Majority Leader on February 19, 1957, report as follows: 


We have interviewed thirty witnesses representing milk producers 
and distributors and the Control Board and have attended a public hear- 
ing conducted at Butte by the Executive Secretary. Although the situ- 
ation is complex and the investigation has been limited in scope, we 
believe that from the sworn testimony received and the study made, 
certain valid conclusions can be drawn. 


FINDINGS 
1. The Milk Control Act was passed in 1939 to promote a stronger 
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milk industry so that the public might be assured a sufficient supply 
of pure and wholesome milk. We found the general opinion of those 
interviewed to be that the Act has been largely successful in accomplish- 
ing this purpose and that it is important that the law be retained. 


2. Some provisions of the Act might well be changed to meet con- 
ditions which have developed since it was adopted. We find a strong 
feeling among producers that they do not have adequate representation 
on the board. A simpler procedure should be provided for consolidating, 
enlarging and reducing marketing areas. The provisions governing price- 
fixing as now written in Section 27-407, R.C.M. 1947, have contributed 
to some of the present difficulties and misunderstanding. 


3. Your committee was charged with investigating the admin- 
istrative procedure and operations of the Milk Control Board with 
especial reference to the apparent disregard of Section 27-407, R.C.M. 
1947, relating to orders fixing prices and handling charges, and the 
board’s apparent failure to make written findings and conclusions prior 
to issuing price-fixing orders. In this connection, we find as follows: 


(a) Public hearings are conducted by the Executive Secretary and 
usually no member of the board is present at such hearing. A record 
is kept of the evidence submitted. A transcript of the evidence is avail- 
able to the board for study before making its order. 


(b) The Executive Secretary is not a competent hearing examiner 
or referee and the hearings are not conducted in such a manner as to 
fully or properly develop the matters being inquired into. 


(c) Evidence received at such hearings is often insufficient to serve 
as a basis for a-decision. The board is permitted by law to consider 
evidence obtained from sources other than the hearings. When the 
board meets after a public hearing has been held, interested parties 
who may or may not have appeared at the hearing often appear before 
the board and present information which is not given under oath and is 
not part of the official record. 


(d) The board makes no written statement of findings of fact 
or conclusions drawn therefrom on which its orders may be based, and 
it is not possible to determine what facts the board considered or ac- 
cepted in making its decisions. Such written findings are not now re- 
quired by law but should be provided for by board rule. The committee 
finds it hard to understand why this has not been done during the 18 
years the Act has been in existence. 


(e) In at least one area, although hearings were held, the ensuing 
order was actually based upon an agreement as to prices made between 
certain producers and distributors in the area. 


(f) Sufficient cost data has generally not been available to the 
board. This is due in large measure to the failure of many producers 
and some distributors to keep adequate records. The board recently has 
endeavored to improve its supply of this information but has been in- 
excusably lax over the years in requiring that better data be developed. 


(g) The board has engaged in its deliberations regarding pending 
orders and other decisions with interested parties present and partici- 
pating in the discussion. Visiting parties have been permitted to take 
part in meetings of the board to such extent as to affect the orderly 
disposition of business. 


(h) The board has been meeting quarterly with one or two special 
meetings during the year. We find there is sufficient business to re- 
quire monthly meetings if proper attention is to be given all matters, 
and if the public interest is to be safeguarded. 
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(i) The board has not been consistent in its actions and rulings 
from one area to another. For instance, in some areas prices are fixed 
on one butter fat basis, in other areas on a different butter fat basis. 
It has set gallon jug prices in some areas, not in others. 


(j) Producers in some areas complain that the Board and the 
Executive Secretary have not acted to protect the producer’s interest. 
In the following particulars at least, we believe this to be true: (1) 
The Board has gone as long as ten years without reviewing price 
schedules in some areas, which review the board could have made at 
any time on its own motion; (2) The Board never has required of 
distributors that they file reports showing the specific use or disposi- 
tion they have made of milk purchased from producers. Many producers 
suspect that some part of the milk which is being purchased by certain 
distributors at a low price as surplus milk, supposedly for manufactur- 
ing, is actually being bottled and that consequently they are not being 
paid the board’s minimum price for the proper quantity of milk. The 
Board long ago could, and should have, required a system of reporting 
which would serve as a check on this matter. (3) All butter fat 
testing of the producer’s milk is done by distributors and the board 
has not provided a means of checking such tests. 


(k) The Board has never enforced or accepted an opinion of the 
Attorney General rendered in 1949 (Opinion 18, Volume 23), which held 
that under Section 27-407 a distributor who purchases milk in one 
market area for resale in another area must pay for the milk at least 
the price established for producers in the marketing area in which he 
sells the milk. The Board views this ruling as impractical, but has not 
asked for legislative clarification of this point. With a constant increase 
in inter-area marketing occurring, this is a matter which is causing 
a great deal of contention between marketing areas and between certain 
producers and distributors. 


(1) Much complaint has been heard about the laxness and incon- 
sistency of the board in handling violations. The board places the 
blame on County Attorneys for failure to cooperate. We do not find 
that the board has a consistent enforcement policy. 


(m) The successful administration of the Act depends largely upon 
a strong Executive Secretary. We find almost universal dissatisfaction 
with the present secretary. He has been described in testimony as weak 
and indecisive, inconsistent and dilatory in handling complaints and the 
business of the board. 


(n) The Executive Secretary has shown weakness in coping with 
the very controversial problems facing his office. Alan Klemme was 
employed by the Milk Control Board as their Executive Secretary and 
has served several years. The board has failed to replace Klemme even 
though his inadequacies have been apparent for some time. For this, 
the board should be blamed. A poor administrator reflects the poor 
enforcement of the Act. 


(o) Evidence from our hearings indicates a great deal of dissatis- 
faction with the board. Members of the board have acted arbitrarily 
and in many instances, have not acted at all. Some of the members 
have been perpetuated in office for many years and the result has been 
that many distributors and producers have a distrustful feeling toward 
the board. This committee has found that there is a strong feeling that 
one member of the beard, Merlin Madsen, a distributor, has more-or- 
less controlled the action of the board, possibly to his own advantage. 


(p) Some of the existing difficulties are due to dissension exist- 
ing within the industry itself and to inability of the distributors to agree 
on the method of handling new factors which have arisen. However, 
we believe a forceful administrator would be of great help in resolving 
these differences. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. We feel it necessary to restore confidence in the board and, 
therefore, recommend that the members presently serving resign and 
permit a new group to make a fresh start. We have suggested this to 
oe board members but are advised they do not wish to resign under 
ire. 


2. The Executive Secretary now employed by the beard should be 
replaced. The reasons for this have been expressed in our findings 
above. 


3. A bill has been prepared which would increase the membership 
on the board. We feel this would give better representation to pro- 
ducer and consumer groups. 


4. The board must set up rules governing its hearing procedure 
and then adhere to them. Every hearing should be conducted by a 
qualified referee. 


5. The board should make written findings of facts and conclusions 
on which to substantiate their orders. 


6. The board should review all of its existing orders in the various 
marketing areas and take action to remove inconsistencies. This review 
should be repeated periodically. 


7. The board should meet monthly. 


8. The board should go into executive session when making deci- 
sions on prospective orders and avoid having interested parties in the 
room on these occasions. 


9. Adequate cost data must be required by the board as a basis for 
its price orders. 


10. The various factors involved in price-fixing should be made 
uniform throughout all areas. It is recommended that the 3.5 butter 
fat test be used throughout. 


11. Distributors should be required to file monthly with the board 
detailed reports as to use or disposition of all milk purchased by them. 
This is provided for in the law but has never been used. 


12. It should be required that upon every payment to a producer 
of milk by a distributor, that there be given to the producer a detailed 
receipt showing the particular use or uses to which the milk was put 
and showing the percentage of milk of such producer that was not used 
for sale as fluid milk for human consumption. 


13. The board should provide for a system of checking butter fap 
tests made by distributors. 


14. The board should enforce the opinion of the Attorney General 
above referred to or justify its failure to do so, or should ask for legis- 
lative clarification. 


15. The board should adopt and follow a consistent enforcement 
policy and should seek the advice and assistance of the Attorney General 
in this connection. The board should consider the use of injunctive 
procedure to get more rapid results. 


16. We urge that the interim committee study possible amendments 
to the Milk Control Act. This investigative committee has not had 
sufficient time to prepare lengthy amendments and obtain the approval 
of all parties concerned.

Sirs: 


In view of the fact that there is some doubt whether or not the 
seven cent gasoline per gallon tax will be continued on a permanent 
basis, I would like to call attention to my biennial State of the State 
Message to the 35th Montana Legislative Assembly. On page 8 of the 
printed copy of that message under the section entitled “Highways”, 
I said, 


“Financially, the most important recommendations are: 


(1). The seven cent gasoline and nine cent diesel per gallon taxes 
be continued on a permanent basis.” 


The Montana Highway Department informs me that the loss in 
state matching revenues which would result if this additional one cent 
in gasoline per gallon tax were lost to the State would amount to $2,- 
240,000 annually. This amount could be matched each year with $7,- 
030,000 in federal government highway matching funds. 


In other words, the failure to continue the seven cent gasoline per 
gallon tax on a permanent basis would mean a loss to the State of Mon- 
tana in actual road program funds of $9,270,000 annually.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning herewith House Bill No. 373 without my approval 
for the following reasons: 


The bill would establish a new department of mines within the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, making the Commissioner of Agriculture the 
Superintendent of Mines. It makes no provision for administration of 
the act, and to my mind would put an undue burden on the Agriculture 
Department. If such a bill is necessary, the present Bureau of Mines 
and Geology would be the only proper place for administration. I do 
not deem it advisable to have a Mining Engineer as the head of the 
Agriculture Department, nor do I deem it advisable to have an agricul- 
turalist as head of the Mining Industry. 


Furthermore, the bill would stop any future dredging operations for 
all practical purposes. It gives such broad powers over the manage- 
ment of private lands that I would question its constitutionality as 
well as its desirability. It would make possible an arbitrary and dis- 
cretional power over an industry which has been one of the historical 
back-bones of the state by a superintendent without knowledge of 
practical or technical mining matters. 


In returning this bill without my approval, I concede that it has 
many desirable features and meritorious goals. Both in dredging oper- 
ations and other mineral prospecting and mining, some sort of regula- 
tion to protect the soil from erosion and for aesthetic values may be 
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necessary. However, in my opinion this bill would completely halt 
dredging operations.

Upon receipt of a copy of a press notice sent out by the office of 
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House regarding groups 
of school youths and others who come to the Capitol during the legislative 
session, Mr. John J. Jewell was assigned by this office to conduct such 
tours. 


The following is his report. 
J. P. BRENNAN, 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 


As this is the first session at which a regular student-legislative service 
has been inaugurated for the convenience of students, no doubt a report 
should be made to this assembly. This service was inaugurated under the 
auspices of the House about the 20th day of January of this session. 
Since that time there have been 105 groups of students who have visited 
the Legislature. The largest number to visit was on February 14 when 
334 students were here; and the largest number of groups was on Febru- 
ary 26 when 12 groups visited the House. The total number of students 
amounted to 8589. Together with adults, the service was extended to 
approximately 4500 persons. Of this number, 75 visited prior to the 
inauguration of the service. The largest group that visited was from 
Belt Valley Schools, with 91, and the smallest group was from Custer 
with 4. The latter group traveled 300 miles to get to Helena. The 
service included: 


First: A lecture was given on the following: The legislative pro- 
cedure from the time a bill is introduced in the House through all of the 
various steps in passing through the House and the Senate to the Governor 
and the Secretary of State. In each step, the exact motion that would 
be made was given in order that the student would immediately recog- 
nize the stage of the proceedings to which he was listening. 


Second: A description and the historical significance of the Russell 
painting in the House Chamber; the six Paxsons in the lobby of the 
House, and the six murals in the Senate Chamber; the seven murals in 
the Supreme Court Chamber and the ten DeCamp paintings in the Su- 
preme Court Library. 


Third: A short talk on the life of Charles M. Russell and a descrip- 
tion and the background of approximately 22 paintings and drawings 
in the Russell Gallery. 


Fourth: <A short resume’ of the Lewis and Clark Expedition across 
the State of Montana, and 


Fifth: An opportunity was given to each student to ask questions 
upon any of the above. 


In the event this service is to continue, during future sessions the 
following suggestions are made: 


First: That immediately upon convening the assembly should request 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction to notify all seventh and 
eighth grades, together with Junior High Schools and:Senior High Schools, 
of such a service. It should be made known that students under the 
seventh grade should not come to the Capitol expecting this service. 


Second: A room should be provided with at least 100 chairs in order 
that students may take: notes. We have been informed by various stu- 
dents that upon their return to their respective schools they were re- 
quested as a part of their school work to write a theme upon their ex-. 
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periences in the Capitol. We have lectured to students from as low as 
the third grade to the seniors of both Montana State College and the 
University. 


We know that the service has been appreciated from the numerous 
letters that we have received from the various schools, and comments 
by the parents of students who have received the service. 


I am sure that the residents of your respective counties appreciate 
very much this service that you are inaugurating for their children. 


I desire to thank the members of the House and Senate, Mr. Bren- 
nan, Sergeant-at-Arms of the House, and Mr. William Pilgeram, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the Senate, for the many courtesies extended to me and 
to the thousands of students who visited the Legislative Assembly.

I am returning House Bill 231 without my approval for the following 
reasons: 


H.B. 281 purports to amend Section 87-148 of the Unemployment 
Compensation Law by excluding from the definition of the word ‘“em- 
ployment,” as used in that law, services performed by pinsetters in bowl- 
ing alleys. 


The draftsman of the bill appears to have prepared the bill from 
Section 87-148, R.C.M. 1947, without taking into account, amendments 
to that section enacted by Chapter 160, Laws of 1953, and by Chapter 
164, Laws of 1955. 


Through what appears to be an inadvertence, H.B. 231, if permitted 
to become law, would have the effect of deleting from the Unemployment 
Compensation Law the important definitions of “Agricultural Labor” and 
“Farm,” as contained in the 1958 and 1955 amendatory acts. 


In my opinion, the retention of these definitions is of greater moment 
than the exclusion of pinsetters from the operation of the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Law, even though I do agree with this principle. 


For these reasons I am returning H.B. No. 231 without my approval.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Select Committee appointed to investigate 
the printing and circulation of H. B. 224 in such form as to make it 
appear as a Bill to be regularly considered by Whole House of Repre- 
sentatives and to make it appear that same was an official Bill before 
the House of. Representatives: 


We have interviewed thirteen witnesses and heard Wellington D. 
Rankin and Arthur P. Acher, attorneys for George Bennitt and Russell 
Bennitt, the owners and operators of the State Publishing Company and 
from such evidence, we concur in the following findings: 


I. That House Bill 224 according to testimony of the sponsors, was 
introduced by Representatives Frank, Holecek, Langston and Rieder by 
request of citizen voters and taxpayers, although the bill does not show 
such request. That said Bill, when considered by Ways and Means 
Committee of the House, was killed by “Do Not Pass” motion by one of 
the authors, which committee report was adopted by the House. 


II. That said Bill was never, by the House, ordered printed or 
placed on General Orders for consideration of the House. 


III. That House Bill 224 was printed in regular form as required 
in an official bill and was widely circulated in every county of the 
authors’ residence under a Third Class Mailing Permit, No. 60, Butte, 
Montana. 


IV. From evidence adduced, it was found that 6,200 copies of such 
Bills were printed by the State Publishing Company, the firm authorized 
by State contract to print legislative bills. That such Bills were printed 
in type, style and form to make them appear as official Bills and that 
such Bills were ordered printed for the Butte Daily Post. 


V. That subpoenas were issued for George Bennitt and Russell 
Bennitt, owners of the State Publishing Company, and the Sergeant 
At Arms was unable to find them and they were reported to have left 
the City of Helena about the time this Committee was appointed and 
that their attorney, Wellington D. Rankin, advises that they were out 
of town and one may be in Great Falls or Lewistown on business. 


VI. Employees and bookkeepers of the State Publishing Company 
were subpoenaed and upon advice of counsel refused to produce records 
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on the grounds they are not officers of the corporation and refused to 
produce the original printing order and other documents. 


VII. From evidence adduced it is found that the Bill was correct 
in content but that the 6,200 Bills appeared in deceptive and misleading 
printed form, were printed upon order of the Butte Daily Post, a news- 
paper of general circulation in the city of Butte, Montana, and that 
said bills, from the postmark on the envelopes, were mailed through 
the Butte Post Office. Evidence shows the employees said the order 
was handled in the usual manner. 


VIII. Your Committee finds from testimony that the Butte Daily 
Post, according to Exhibit 2B—October 12th, 1950—Federal Communica- 
tions Docket—the Butte Daily Post is owned by the Fairmont Corpo- 
ration. 


The Fairmont Corporation is a Butte holding company, controlled 
by the Anaconda Copper Mining Company of Butte, Montana, and said 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company of Butte is the owner of all out- 
standing stock of the Fairmont Corporation, consisting of one million 
dollars capitalization. 


That the Fairmont Corporation owns, manages and controls the fol- 
lowing publishing companies: Post Publishing Company, publisher of 
the Butte Daily Post; the Independent Publishing Company, publisher 
of the Independent Record; Standard Publishing Company of Anaconda, 
publishers of the Anaconda Standard; the Livingston Enterprise; the 
Missoulian Publishing Company, publisher of the Missoulian and Senti- 
nel; the Mineral Publishing Company, publisher of the Mineral Inde- 
pendent; the Western News, Libby, Montana. That said Fairmont Corpo- 
ration own stock or have directorship or managerial positions in the 
Montana Power Company; Metals Bank and Trust Company, Butte; 
Heisey Company, Great Falls; Great Falls Brewery; Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company, Butte; First National Bank, Great Falls; Interstate 
Lumber Company; and the Montana Hardware Company. That the offi- 
cers of the Fairmont Corporation were reported as: J. T. Finlen, Presi- 
dent, Butte; J. H. Dickey, Vice-President; Law Riskin, Butte; C. H. 
Steel; R. H. Robinson and T. B. Wier, Helena. 


IX. The Committee further finds that the State Board of Exam- 
iners are required to contract State business with a reputable firm. 
That the complete conduct of George and Russell Bennitt in this in- 
vestigation could not be determined because of avoidance of subpoena 
by officers of said State Publishing Company and their refusal to 
cooperate, that such conduct is not cooperative or ethical on their part 
and a matter of severe censure by this Committee by individuals or 
firms contracting with the State of Montana. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is the recommendation of the Committee, that at the next session 
of the legislature, a law should be enacted making it a criminal offense 
for any publisher, firm or individual, to print, publish and circulate any 
Bill, or proceedings of the legislature, in such style, form and appearance, 
that the same would appear as legislative bills or proceeding without 
plainly, printing and stating thereon that the same was printed by the 
one printing and circulating the same and that said..printing and circu- 
lation was not at State expense.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 6 


Introduced by the Committee on Appropriations. 

A resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Mon- 
tana to the Board of Education, State Board of Examiners, and State 
Land Board; asking that certain recommendations pertaining to salaries 
of various state departments, study of advisability status of farm 
operations as pertains to orphans’ home, vocational school for girls, 
and soldiers’ home; advisability of sale of state lands; feasibility of 
negotiating salary contracts without legislative approval; advisability 
of Highway Commission purchasing equity in state laboratory building; 
advisability of State Fish and Game Department reimbursing General 
Fund from Fish and Game Fund for housing costs pertaining to their 
department; proposed revision of comptroller law; consolidating social 
security and P.E.R.S.; formula for selling prison produce; setting up 
employment committee; remodel lobby of House of Representatives. 


WHEREAS, the Appropriations Committee has appropriated suffi- 
cient funds to the various state institutions for salary increases; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Exam- 
iners, Department of Education and the various heads of such institu- 
tions be and are hereby directed to give salary increases in amounts of 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) per month to any and every 
employee where deemed the pay scale is below average; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that such increases shall be first 
made to those now receiving the lowest monthly salary, with such in- 
creases going to the higher paid positions progressively from the low- 
est to the highest so far as the budget will allow. 


WHEREAS, the state of Montana is still indebted to the vendors 
of the land now called “prison farm”. and the state of Montana is pay- 
ing interest to the vendor on said unpaid balance; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Exam-

vocational school for girls are now conducting farm operations on an 
unprofitable basis; 


NOW, BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Examiners be instructed 
to dispose of all animals and farm machinery at such institutions and 
credit the amount received to the general fund. 


WHEREAS, the State Land Board has from time to time sold 
public school land at auction and thereby lowered the school income 
for further generations; 


NOW, BE IT RESOLVED that the State Land Board refrain from 
selling any public school land except upon approval by the Legislature. 


WHEREAS, the Department of Education, Department of Health, 
and the Board of Examiners have contracted with department adminis- 
trative heads for salary schedules that are not uniform when com- 
pared with like positions in other departments; 


NOW, BE IT RESOLVED that the above named departments not 
contract for salaries for administrative heads in a larger amount than 
that paid to a predecessor unless the contract is approved by the Legis- 
lature for a larger amount. 


WHEREAS, the Highway Department is occupying a portion of the 
State Laboratory building; 


WHEREAS, the portion so occupied was constructed to fit the needs 
of the Highway Department; 


WHEREAS, the cost of constructing the State Laboratory building 
was appropriated from the Capitol Land Grant fund; 


NOW, BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Examiners be instructed 
to negotiate with the Highway Department to purchase an equity in 
the State Laboratory building with highway administration funds, said 
purchase price to be credited to the Capitol Land Grant fund, but such 
purchase price should not be less than the proportionate value of the 
entire building used by the Highway Department. 


WHEREAS, the Fish and Game Department is occupying space in 
the Mitchell Building and is not paying its proportionate share of the 
maintenance expenses of said building; 


NOW, BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Examiners are directed 
to determine a fair rental value, considering maintenance and operation 
costs, for that portion of the Mitchell Building used by the Fish and 
Game Department; and the Board of Examiners are further directed to 
reimburse the General Fund with that amount from the Fish and Game 
Fund. 


WHEREAS, the comptroller’s budget is now required by law to be 
presented to the Legislature on a balanced basis and is not, therefore, 
of great help to the Legislature and does not reflect actual needs of 
the various departments of state;

“The term ‘regularly employed,’ as herein used, includes all em- 
ployments, whether continuous throughout the year or for only a por- 
tion of the year, in the usual trade, business, profession or occupa- 
tion of an employer. Where an employer procures work to be done 
for him by a contractor over whose work he retains supervision or con- 
trol, and such work is a part or process in the trade or business of the 
employer, then such contractor and the persons employed by him, and 
his sub-contractor and the persons employed by the subcontractor, are, 
within the meaning of this section, employees of the original employer. 
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A person engaged in work for another, and who, while so engaged is 
independent of the employer in the execution of the work, not subject 
to the rule or control of the person for whom the work is done, but en- 
gaged only in the performance of a definite job or piece of work, and 
subordinate to the employer only in effecting a result in accordance 
with the employer’s design, is an independent contractor and an em- 
ployer within the meaning hereof.”
